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Introduction: 

In  the  ANNALS  OF  CLEVELAND,  an  attempt  is  made  to  answer  a  need 
long  felt  by  scholars;  that  of  preserving  and  making  readily  accessible 
the  detailed  record  of  a  city's  life  and  culture  as  contained  in  its 
newspapers.    The  Annals  are  to  be  a  set  of  at  least  one  volume  per 
year,  covering  the  years  1818-1935  and  including  an  abstract  of  every 
newspaper  story  that  has  recorded  a  local  event  or  expressed  a  local 
opinion.    The  material  is  arranged  alphabetically  in  topical  divisions. 
The  abstracts  are  numbered  consecutively  as  thus  arranged.    A  chrono- 
logical index  brings  together  by  number  all  abstracts  from  the  news- 
paper of  a  given  date,  and  a  proper  names  and  subject  heading  index 
offers  an  additional  check. 

The  editors  have  sought  to  preserve  and  arrange  in  this  series  in- 
formation that  is  nowhere  else  ordered  and  readily  subject  to  control. 
To  avoid  duplication  they  have  concentrated  their  efforts  on  one  major 
newspaper  file  -  the  principal  one  for  the  period.    This  method  of 
work  leaves  out  of  account  the  diversities  of  opinion  expressed  by 
other  newspapers.     In  the  hope  that  the  other  files  may  be  covered  in 
respect  of  the  opinions  there  expressed,  the  present  volume  is  numbered 
as  Part  I,    Part  II,  when  and  as  produced,  will  complete  the  presentation 
of  opinion  from  other  sources. 

The  file  of  the  DAILY  TRUE  DEMOCRAT  has  been  used  in  the  preparation 
of  this  volume.     In  1852  the  editor  of  the  DAILY  TRUE  DEMOCRAT  was 
Thomas  Browne.    Its  policies  were  Free  Soil.

"The  Mormon  story  is,   that  they  have  done  no  wrong,  and  mean  to  do 
none,...  that  they  worship  God  in  their  own  way,  and  will  do  justice 
to  all  men."

The  letter  relates  to  the 
connection  of  slavery  with  the  new  school  general  assembly  

"Now  in  the  Presbyterian  Assembly  and  in  Presbyterian  Churches  there  has 
been  a  remonstrance  almost  ever  since  the  organization  of  churches  in  this 
country;  but  there  has  been  no  discipline  for  holding  slaves  and  no  exclusion 
from  fellowship.    The  Assembly  instead  of  growing  better,  has  become  more 
corrupt  every  year  (sin  corrupts  where  it  is  permitted  to  live),  through 
the  influence  of  slavery,  and  its  testimony  has  become  less  pure  and  firm. 
The  first  testimony  in  1794  railed  slaveholders,  manstealers,  and  declared  the 
ultra-doctrine  that  they  were  worthy  of  death.     In  1818,   the  testimony  of  the 
Assembly  declared  slavery  irreconcilable  both  with  the  law  of  God  and  with 
the  gospel.    Since  then  they  have  testified  -  but  with  less  moral  courage  and 
truthfulness.    Their  last  testimony  at  Detroit  was  the  absurd  action  of  de- 
claring slavery  a  sin  and  leaving  it  with  sinners  -  who  did  not  believe  it  was 
a  sin  -  to  discipline  themselves.    Thtey  have  met  once  since,  and  thanked  God 
that  they  were  so  wise  as  to  settle  the  question  by  the  Detroit  resolutions, 
and  refused  to  take  any  further  action. 

"Thus  has  the  General  Assembly  done  directly  tJhe  reverse  of  what  the  Qua- 
kers did.

"I  have  lived  among  slaveholders,  and  I  know  that  what  Dr.  Rice,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, says  in  his  pamphlet  on  this  subject  is  true.    Many  honest  slavehold- 
ers, whether  they  be  professors  of  religion  or  not,  look  upon  such  words  in 
connection  with  such  practice,  as  worse  than  inconsistent.     Such  conduct  to 
support  the  unity  and  power  of  an  unscriptural  body  that  sends  down  a  death- 
chill  into  the  churches  is  worse  than  inconsistent."  (43^

And 
if  many  of  you  sink  in  this  hour  of  trial,  we  remember  that  there  was 
an  hour  when  'all  the  disciples  forsook  Christ  and  fled!  '    And  though 
at  the  moment  they  were  'men  of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy'  yet 
their    worthiness  was  proved  by  far  far  other  acts  than  their  dastardly  for- 
saking the  Son  of  God  when  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  man. 

It  is... true  that  no  considerable  reform  was  ever  attained 
in  'the  church  of  God'  the  pillars  and  ground  of  the  truth,   'but  Satan 
has  successfully  wrought  with  ill-balanced  minds  and  weak  unsanctified 
natures  to  forsake  'the  body  of  Christ  which  is  his  church,'  because 
erring  men  had  defiled  it.

I  have  repeatedly  heard  slaveholders  say,   'when  any 
man  admits  that  slavery  is  sinful,  he  has  no  longer  any  business  in 
fellowship  with  us.  '

told  me  they  'did  not  care  how  much  I  preached  or  wrote  against  slav- 
ery, just  so  I  kept  off  the  church  records  the  rule  that  no  slaveholder 
should  be  admitted  to  our  communion.'    They  cared  not  for  our  talk 
about  slavery  so  long  as  we  would  fellowship  with  it.     'Tis  said  Henry 
Clay  on  one  occasion  remarked,  'I  care  not  how  much  Abolitionists  talk 
and  preach  about  slavery  just  so  they  would  keep  it  out  of  the  ballot- 
box.  '    He  knew  that,  politically,   this  was  the  very  place  to  kill  slav- 
ery, and  he  knew  that  talk  amounted  to  nothing  when  not  followed  by  con- 
sistent action.    So,  slaveholders  care  but  little  how  much  Albert  Barnes 
or  Dr.  Aiken  may  talk  about  slavery,  so  they  keep  it  out  of  the  discip- 
line of  the  church  ■  so  they  neutralize  their  words  by  an  inconsistent 
action. 

"Mr.  Barnes  comforts  himself  with  the  belief,  that  he  can  bear  a 
stronger  testimony  against  slavery  in  a  slaveholding  corrupt  church, 
than  out  of  it.    Then  was  God  in  error  when  he  said,   'come  out  of  this 
(mystic  Babylon  -  a  corrupt  church  -  a  church  in  fellowship  with  gross 
sins,  such  as  trading  in  the  bodies  and  souls  of  men  -)  that  ye  be  not 

partakers  of  his  sins,  and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues   'But 

here  are  slaveholders,  pertinaciously,  year  after  year,  violating,  as 
Mr.  Barnes  and  Dr.  Aiken  admit,  the  sacred,  immutable  and  eternal  laws 
of  God,  -  chaining  the  image  of  their  maker,  and  selling,  beating  and 
imprisoning  Christ,  in  the  person  of  his  poor;  and  yet  they  will  not 
separate  from  such  men,  for  fear  of  making  division  and  setting  a  bad 
precedent.

481  DTD  June  8:3/1  The  express  train  was  slightly  delayed  when  the 
wheel  and  connection  rods  broke  while  passing  Olmstead  yesterday.  For- 
tunately, no  one  was  hurt  by  the  accident.  (1)

482  -  DTD  July  2;  ed:2/l  -  All  hopes  to  save  the  CASPIAN  were  abandoned. 
She  was  struck  by  the  QUEEN  CITY  at  the  Cleveland,  Columbus  and  Cincin- 
nati railroad  pier  during  the  recent  gale.    The  line  steamer,  QUEEN  CITY, 

was  slightly  damaged. 

A  train  on  the  C.  C.  and  C.  ran  off  the  track.    No  one  was  hurt. 

The  C.  and  P.  train  for  Ravenna,  backed  into  the  depot  and  in  so  doing 
went  off  the  tracks,  they  having  been  washed  away.

One  million  dollars  worth  of  prop- 
erty and  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  lives  were  sacrificed.

snags,  or  other  obstructions,  shall  be  almost  unknown..."  (15) 

485  -  DTD  May  9:2/3  -  Three  or  four  men  were  killed  May  1  at  the  launch- 
ing of  the  BALTIMORE  on  Lake  Superior.    One  of  the  men  was  Lewis  Lucas, 
an  old  resident  of  Cleveland.    Two  or  three  others  were  badly  hurt.  (2) 

486  -  DTD  May  27:2/2  -  The  Captain  of  the  steamer  SOUTHERNER  reports  that 
the  steamer  TELEGRAPH  burned,  but  that  no  lives  were  lost.  (2) 

487  -  DTD  June  15:3/1  -  The  FOREST  CITY  left  the  pier  at  Dunkirk,  N.  Y., 
last  evening  in  place  of  the  ALABAMA.    When  opposite  the  Marine  hospital 
she  burst  one  of  her  steam  pipes  and  three  of  her  hands  were  killed.  A 
passenger  jumped  overboard,  but  was  rescued.    The  ALABAMA  came  to  her  re- 
lief, towed  her  into  port,  and  took  the  passengers  on  to  Dunkirk.  The 
FOREST  CITY  will  be  ready  on  time  for  her  next  regular  trip.  (I)

The  schooner,  carrying  a  heavy  cargo  from  Milan  to  Buffalo,  sank  in 
five  minutes.

The  law  must  deal  stringently  with  it,  and  let 
no  recklessness  be  an  excuse  for  this  life-taking  in  our  country."  (11) 

492  -  DTD  Aug.  21;  ed:3/4  -  On  Aug.  19,  the  steamer  ATLANTIC  and  the 
propeller  OGDENSBURG  met  in  a  fearful  collision. 

What  number  of  lives  were  sacrificed 
by  this  fatal  accident  we  cannot  say;  we  fear  however,  it  will  be  larger 
than  is  reported.

497  -  DTD  Dec.  14:3/1  -  While  it  was  trying  to  enter  our  harbor  yester- 
day, the  GAZETTE  of  Milan  struck  the  pier  and  drifted  a  half  mile  out  in 
the  lake  where  she  went  down.

to  three  years  and  ten  months  in  another  prison  in  the  same  place. 
The  trial  was  secret.    A  few  men  got  into  court  by  special  permission, 
and  in  that  way  details  were  published.

Here  the  annihilator  was  the  master.  Its  vapor  reached  the  flame 
itself  instantaniously.  In  both  Boston  and  New  York  a  determination 
was  expressed  to  give  the  annihilator  a  chance. 

"This  is  the  true  course,  and  when  persued,  we  shall  know  how  far 
it  may  be  successfully  used."

"Had  Hienzen  aimed  to  hit  the  PLAIN  DEALER  he  could  not  have  done  it 
more  effectually.    This,  his  paragraph,  is  a  life  picture  of  that  sheet. 
It  will  do  nothing  to  break  the  rule  of  the  slaveholder;  nothing,  do  we 
say?    Rather  let  us  declare  that  it  does,  and  will  continue  to  do  all 
it  can  to  sustain  that  rule.    Hence,  we  have  it  'bullying'  European 
despots,  and  hence  too,   the  secret  of  that  game  of  brag  which  siid  so  much 
over  Kossuth,  but  which  did  so  little  for  him."

Thus  were  matters  kept 
quiet.    British  colonies  complained  and  insisted  upon  enforcement  of  the 
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fishery  convention  of  1818,  but  these  complaints  were  not  heard.  The 
present  ministry  has  made  an  entire  change  of  policy.    Her  majesty's 
ministers  are  desirous  of  removing  all  grounds  of  complaint  on  the  part 
of  the  colonies  in  consequence  of  encroachments  of  the  fishing  vessels 
of  the  United  States  upon  those  waters  from  which  they  are  excluded  by 
the  terms  of  the  convention  of  1818,  and  they  therefore  intend  to  dis- 
patch as  soon  as  possible  a  small  navel  force  of  steamers  to  enforce  the 
observance  of  that  convention. 

Webster  admits  that  by  a  strict  and  rigid  construction  of  the  article, 
fishing  vessels  of  the  United  States  are  precluded  from  entering  into 
the  bays  and  harbors  of  the  British  provinces,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
shelter  etc. 

"Yet  the  action  of  the  British  Government,  and  the  opinion  of  the 
law  officer  of  the  crown,  repudiate  it.     Should  the  new  policy  be  en- 
forced?   Should  it  be  done  in  this  summary  manner?"

But  if 
this  mad  Tory  ministry  were  to  continue  in  power,  (we  rejoice  to  say 
it  is  beaten)  we  don't  know  what  the  result  might  be."

He  is  decided.     He  speaks  out  with  directness,  and  in  nervous  saxon, 
which  hits  the  mark." 

He  said:  "The  fisherman  shall  be  protected  in  all  their  rights  of 
property,  and  in  all  their  rights  of  occupation.  To  use  a  Marblehead 
phrase,  they  shall  be  protected,   'hook  and  line,  and  bob  and  sinker.' 

"The  British  should  be  made  distinctly  to  understand,  that  our 
Government  will  submit  to  no  such  rude  insolence  and  wrong.    They  are 
worthy  our  steel.    We  know  that,  and  we  would  deal  with  them  promptly  on 
account  of  it. 

"We  would  submit  to  fifty  insults  from  a  weak  and  worn  out  power  like 
Mexico,  when  we  would  resent  instantly  the  first  from  Great  Britain.... 
The  British  cannot  be  easily  driven  into  a  conflict  with  us.     If  it 
must  be,  it  will  not  grow  out  of  the  fisheries.    Of  this  we  may  feel 
certain."  (

The  public  never,  or  rarely,  gets  at  the  real  motives  of 
government.    Second,  there  is  said  to  be  a  difference  of  opinion  between 
Webster  and  the  President.

The  documents  sent  to  the  Senate  are  mainly  old;  if  they  have  no 
other  effect,  we  trust  they  will  this,  to  convince  the  country  of  the 
necessity  of  making  governments  deal  as  openly  with  each  other  as  busi- 
ness men  do.

So  now  the  entire  right  of  fishing  upon  the 
coast  of  British  Provinces  will  be  surrendered  rather  than  have  a  war 
which  will  endanger  Slavery,"

"One  thing  is  certain,  there  will  be  no  fight  about  codfish.  The 
colonists  are  in  tne  best  humor  possible,  and  it  is  said,  the  English 
Government  put  a  construction  upon  the  treaty,  which  will  not  sanction 
their  late  precipitate  action,  nor  justify  Mr.  Webster's  proclamation.

1128      DTD  Aug.  10:2/2     In  a  letter  to  the  editor,  D.  W.  S.  of  Lake 
Superior  says:    "In  accordance  with  my  promise  I  will  endeavor  to  give 
you  some  account  of  the  Lake  Superior  country  -  its  extensive  mining 
operations,  climate,  etc.    There  are  about  100  copper  companies  in 
operation  here. 

"The  provisions  for  the  Minnesota  mine  are  taken  up  Ontonagon  river 
about  15  miles,  on  boats  poled  by  natives  or  half  breeds.    From  river 
to  mine  is  two  and  a  half  miles,  but  they  have  a  very  passable  road. 

There  hes  been  a  vast  amount  of  labor  performed  in  this  mine.  I  saw 
hundreds  of  tons  of  copper,  in  masses,  exposed  to  view.    Some  of  these

masses  were  estimated  to  weigh  from  40  to  50  tons.    Capt.  H.  showed  me 
where  they  had  thrown  down  a  mass  of  copper  weighing  80  tons,  which 
took  them  eleven  months  to  cut  and  remove  from  the  mine.    This  Company 
gives  employment  to  200  men;  100  of  whom  are  employed  in  the  mine. 
The  work  in  the  mine  is  all  divided  off  into  sections,  and  is  let  out  to 
parties  of  miners,  at  the  commencement  of  each  month,  at  a  stated  price 
per  foot.    Their  work  consists  in  drilling  and  blasting  rock,  and  re- 
moving rubbish  out  of  way.    Four  men  usually  work  on  a  contract.  Two 
in  drilling  and  blasting,  remaining  two  in  removing  rock  thrown  out  by 
blast. 

"All  those  who  work  in  mines  are  foreigners,  and  they  are  required 
to  labor  ten  hours  per  day.    The  mine  is  worked  by  night,  as  well  as  by 
day.    Each  man  is  charged  50,^  a  month  and  families  $1  per  month  for 
physician  and  medicine.    Drinking,  and  card  playing,  or  other  disorderly 
conduct  about  mine  is  prohibited.    Thus  you  see  the  wholesome  restraints 
that  are  thrown  about  the  mine  for  his  benefit."  (16)

At  least  there  can  be  no  formidable  argument  against  their  having 
the  refusal  of  such  an  opportunity.    A  three-story  hotel  building  is 
being  completed  by  two  colored  men,  Jenkins  and  Langston,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  their  brethren.    It  is  an  excellent  arrangement  and 
the  proprietors  are  good  men,  who  will  take  care  to  make  it  a  well 
regulated  and  orderly  house.    Sucess  to  them.    There  are  about  200 
colored  free-holders,  some  of  whom  pay  taxes  to  support  the  gov- 
ernment but  have  no  right  of  suffrage  under  the  constitution.     If  the 
Democracy  does  not  soon  move  for  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
it  will  be  done  by  some  other  agency.

Of  course  Mr.  Jay  never  held  office  in  the  Society 
nor  contributed  to  its  funds." 

Wilberforce  united  with  a  number  of  his  anti -slavery  friends  and 
published  a  document  which  concluded  with  these  words: 

"We  must  be  understood  utterly  to  repudiate  the  principles  of  the 
American  Colonization  Society."  i

After  some  talk  and  considerable  "noise  and  confusion"  the  meeting 
adjourned  to  seven  p.m.  tomorrow,  when  they  will  reconvene  in  "Tammany 
Hall." 

1704  -  DTD  June  11;  ed:2/l  -  Kelley's  hall  was  tolerably  filled  last 
evening  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Baltimore  convention  delegates.  How- 
ever, only  J.  W.  Gray  of  the  PLAIN  DEALER  appeared,  who,  "on  the  whole 
and  "under  the  circumstances"  professed  himself  satisfied  with  the  doings 
of  that  convention.

It  leaves  no  life  in  either,  and  exposes  the  ras- 
cality of  both  in  words  that  burn. 

The  TRIBUNE  cites  Kossuth's  advice  to  the  Germans  of  New  York,  which

Germans  of  Ohio,  who  live  and  would  labor  for 
Liberty  in  Fatherland,  who  would  urge  Freedom  for  all  at  home,  what  say 
you?    There  can  be  but  one  answer!    We  fling  defiance  at  the  party  which 
is  hostile;  we  spurn  and  spit  upon  the  mean  cov/ardice  which  is  silent. 
We  will  have  no  neutrality  where  Right  wars  against  Might  -  no  silent  pol- 
icy when  the  conflict  is  between  Despotism  and  Liberty."  (14) 

1744  -  DTD  July  1;  ed:2/3  -  The  PLAIN  DEALER  has  one  sure  way  of 
eluding  a  statement  or  evading  an  argument.    It  has  only  to  exclaim: 
"A  Whig  deception,"  or  "a  banker  wrote  it,"  and  mixing  with  such  ex- 
clamations slang  enough  to  bewilder  or  blind  the  partisan,  and  its  great 
work  is  done.

The  Georgians  are  pushing  Pierce  through  with  a  rush.    Scott  is  nowhere 
with  them.

Madison  county  has  selected  her  eight 
delegates;    other  counties  are  to  follow  suit;    and  there  is  a  bold 
spirit  in  Old  Kentuck  for  Freeddom," 

1780  -  DTD  July  28;  ed:2/l  -  The  Boston  COURIER  declares  that  it 
will  not  support  General  Scott  for  the  presidency. 

"If  Daniel  Webster  had  been  true  to  principle,  no  office  could  have 
added  one  feather's  weight  to  his  fame  in  the  future.     His  books  would 
have  been  on  every  reader's  table  for  man  and  boy  to  study,  and  thus 
would  he  have  lived  through  all  time.    He  has  been  Member  of  Congress, 
Senator,  Secretary  of  State,  and  yet  now  he  cries  for  the  Presidency, 
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and  his  follower  of  the  Boston  COURIER,  plays  the  baby  by  his  side. 
What  will  not  a  selfish  ambition  do?    How  it  deadens,  destroys!" 

1781  -  DTD  July  30;  ed:2/l  -  "The  Convention  of  the  Free  People  of 
Baltimore  excites  much  remark  out  of  that  city,  and  created  no  little 
excitement  in  it.

1787  -  DTD  July  31;  ed:2/2  -  Lake  and  Ashtabula  counties  have  acted.  Each 
of  them  will  appoint  100  delegates. 

"What  say  Geauga,  Cuyahoga?    How  answer  Portage,  Sum.mit?    What  will 
old  Trumbull  do?    Let  one  and  all  act.    Let  one  and  all  send  their  hund- 
red delegates.    Come,  brothers,  spend  a  few  days  for  Freedom  and  your 
country."  (3) 

1788  -  DTD  July  31;  ed:2/3  -  The  New  York  HERALD,  from  which  we  copy 
Chase's  letter,  considers  the  Ohio  Senator  wonderfully  "simple"  -  a  sort 
of  "conscientious  fanatic"  -  in  appealing  to  these  leaders  of  th^  Demo- 
cracy of  New  York,  either  for  help,  or  with  a  view  of  converting  them. 

The  HERALD  says:    "Mr.  Chase  seems  to  forget  entirely  that  the 
Buffalo  scheme  of  the  old  fox  of  Lindenwold  was  merely  a  trick  for 
revenge  upon  Gen.  Cass,  and  that,  having  at  length,  got  Cass  and  poor  old 
Gov.

is  a  Democrat,  but  he  has  gallantry,  and  "will  do  justice." 

"We  do  not  give  the  whole  of  Gen.  Quitman's  card.    That  part  of  it 
affirming  Gen.  Scott's  great  military  fame,  his  integrity  etc.,  nobody 
disputes.

This  letter  was 
written  to  be  read  at  the  Pittsburgh  convention,  which  met  today. 

"We  are  sincerely  sorry  that  Mr.  Hale  should  think  proper  to  pursue 
the  course  he  has,  but  still  hope  he  will  be  nominated  by  the  Pittsburgh 
Convention.    We  believe  he  will  hardly  decline.    But  a  day  will  decide 
matters."

They  feel  it, 
and  the  two  old  parties  feel  it.    Last  evening  our  public  hall  was  crowd- 
ed with  both  sexes,  and  Mr.  Giddings  addressed  them  most  eloquently  for 
nearly  two  hours. 

"The  Free  Soilers  have  nominated  an  independent  ticket,  which  you  will 
get  tomorrow. 

"The  Reserve  is  ail  on  fire.    Let  the  East  and  West  take  courage."  (4)

1828  DTD  Aug.  23:2/3  -  In  a  letter  to  the  editor,  an  unsigned  person 
of  Chagrin  Falls  says:    The  Chagrin  Falls  ratification  meeting  came  off 
Aug.  18  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church.    The  edifice  was  filled  to 
its  utmost  capacity  with  the  Free  Democracy  of  this  place  and  its  vici- 
nity. 

"The  soul -stirring  campaign  song,  'We  hail  from  the  Mountains,  '  was 
sung  by  the  choir,  in  a  manner  that  called  forth  loud,  long,  and  cheer- 
ing applause.

The  letter  referred  to  was  from  James  Wade,  jr.,  and  dated  Cleveland, 
Dec.  8,  1851,  in  which  he  acknowledges  his  obligations  to  the  paper  for 
publishing  his  letters.    He  offers  the  services  of  the  underground  rail- 
way to  the  editor  and  his  friends  and  will  inform  the  editor  from  time 
to  time  in  the  cause  of  liberty,  (21)

He 
suggested  that  the  convention  nominate  some  man  who  was  not  engaged  in 
that  capacity.    The  Hon.  J.  P.  Converse  of  Ohio  was  then  made  presiding 
officer  and  a  Mr.  Oliver  was  made  presiding  secretary. 

The  president,  after  thanking  the  meeting  for  the  conferred  honor  in 
calling  him  to  the  chair,  said  that  he  was  happy  to  introduce  to  friends 
of  freedom  the  Hon.  Amasa  Walker,  secretary  of  state  of  Massachusetts,  who 
addressed  the  convention  in  a  very  eloquent  and  impressive  manner. 
Walker  remarked  that  the  only  real  difference  between  the  two  parties 
which  had  lately  held  their  convention  in  Baltimore  was  the  scramble  for 
spoils  of  office  and  $50,000,000  of  revenue. 

In  the  afternoon  session  Austin  moved  that  a  committee  of  one  be 
appointed  from  each  delegation  as  a  national  committee.

H.  B.  Spellraan  was  chosen  to  be  on  the  finance  committee  with  14 
others. 

At  the  afternoon  session  Thomas  Freeman  of  Ohio  was  one  of  the  vice 
presidents  of  the  permanent  organization  and  Thomas  Earl  of  Ohio  was  one 
of  the  secretaries. 

Lewis  of  Ohio  and  Hopkins  of  IWassachusetts  conducted  the  president  to 
the  chair.    He  addressed  the  convention. 

Judge  Spaulding  of  Cleveland  presented  the  following  motion:    Resolved,  that 
all  resolutions  presented  to  this  convention  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  resolutions. 

On  the  second  day  states  were  called  and  19  delegates  were  appointed 
by  the  respective  delegations  to  the  national  "free"  Democratic  committee, 
William  H.  Brisbane  being  the  Ohio  delegate. 

J.  R.  Giddings  of  Ohio,  in  behalf  of  the  committee  on  resolutions, 
presented  a  report  which  was  read  and  accepted,  after  sundry  amendments, 
by  a  vote  of  194  to  15  and  finally  adopted  as  the  platform  of  the  national 
"free"  Democracy. 

Gerrit  Smith  of  New  York  presented  a  minority  report  as  a  substitute

Dr.  Young  of  New  York  nominated  Salmon  P.  Chase  of  Ohio  as  a  candidate 
for  president.    The  result  was  Hale,  192;  Chase,  5. 

The  following  was  the  result  for  the  vice  presidential  nomination: 
Samuel  Lewis,  83  votes;  Julian,  104;  Giddings,  160.    Vaughn,  Spalding, 
Brisbane  of  Ohio,  and  others  paid  compliments  to  Lewis  and  bore  testimony 
to  his  worth  as  a  man  for  withdrawing  his  name.    On  a  motion  by  Lewis 
of  Ohio,  Julian  was  declared  nominated.

Bodisco  and  Hulsemann,  who  as  you  know  arc  the  diplomatic  agents  of  Rus 
sia  and  its  despicable  satelite,  Austria  at  Washington  -  and  to  be  sure 
I  am  no  fool  to  be  the  tool  of  Russia. 

"Yes  gentlemen  Russia  is  about  to  accomplish  its  despotic  prepond- 
erance over  the  world...!  know  Russia  well,  and  may  every  man  know  it, 
that  Russia  often  steals  a  light  from  the  shrine  of  the  Lord  to  light 
the  torch  of  the  Devil.... 

"...Sirs,  I  thank  you  and  the  citizens  of  Cleveland  for  the  generous 
reception.    I  pray  God  to  bless  your  country  with  the  purest  gifts  of 
happiness;  and  I  recommend  to  His  mercy  and  to  your  support  my  bleeding 
country's  cause." 

When  Kossuth  had  retired  various  representatives  from  the  surrounding 
township  gave  brief  addresses  assuring  Kossuth  that  his  cause  would  cer- 
tainly be  supported. 

2115  -  DTD  Feb.  3:3/5  -  Governor  Kossuth  will  not  leave  this  city  for 
Columbus  until  tomorrow.     He  will  be  detained  due  to  the  sickness  of 
Madame  Kossuth. 

2116  -  DTD  Feb.  3:3/6,7  -  Louis  Kossuth  of  Hungary  spoke  yester- 
day at  the  Melodeon  on  the  situation  and  plight  of  Hungary.    He  was 
introduced  graciously  by  Judge  Starkweather,  who  referred  to  him  as 
"the  rightful  governor  of  Hungary."    After  an  explanation  of  the  natur- 
al resources  and  wealth  of  Hungary  and  the  political  situation  current 
there,  Mr.  Kossuth  appealed  to  the  audience  as  follows: 

"...Hungary  once  free  -  and  free  it  will  be  -  has  ample  resources 
to  repay  your  generous  loan,  playingly  within  a  year,  without  any  tax- 
ation of  the  people  itself;  and  pay  it  will  because  every  shilling  of 
your  generous  aid  will  be  faithfully  employed  to  its  restoration  to 
freedom  and  independence.... 

"Help  the  European  continent  to  national  independence  and  self  gov- 
ernment.   For  my  country,  Italy  and  France,  this  self  government  can 
be  put  republican.    Help  by  your  manly,  just  and  resolute  attitude,  to 
develope  that  public  opinion  of  England  itself,  that  it  may  side,  out 
of  whatever  consideration,  with  the  cause  of  oppressed  nations  against 
sanguinary  despotism.    The  despots  crushed,  the  sun  of  freedom  will  cast 
its  warming  rays  over  the  green  gem  of  the  sea  also;  the  people  of  En- 
gland will  become  just;  a  large  party  of  it  feels  Erin's  wrongs,  and 
the  fundamental  principles  of  your  institutions  -  federative  union  with 

self  government,  will  prevail  over  the  earth          Do  not  disregard  the 

finger  of  God.  Triumph  of  despotism  in  Europe  shuts  out  the  boundless 
natural  products  of  Western  America  from  the  market.  Beware  ere  it  be 
too  late.... 

"People  of  America!    Don't  give  up  the  ship  of  national  freedom  and 
national  independence." 
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2117  DTD  Feb.  4;  ed:2/l  -  The  Magyar  and  his  suite  leave  here  today 
on  the  eight  o'clock  train  for  Columbus. 

"The  good  and  great  Magyar  was  delighted  with  our  city,     'It  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  places  I  have  visited,  '  said  he.    Let  us  hope  he 
may  be  soon  in  the  Fatherland,  building  up  many  such,  by  the  freedom 
which  he  shall  have  secured  for  it.    God  the  Almighty  guard  him,  and 
bless  him  and  his  people  with  liberty  and  happiness."  (3) 

2118  -  DTD  Feb.  4:2/1,2  -  The  children  of  the  Sabbath  schools  connected 
with  the  First  and  Second  Presbyterian  churches  of  this  city,  having 
been  advised  that  Governor  Kossuth  would  with  much  pleasure,  receive 
their  call,  formed  yesterday  morning  an  association  for  the  aid  of  Hun- 
gary and  at  11  o'clock  called  upon  the  governor  at  the  Weddell. 

In  a  few  minutes  Kossuth  came  in  and  was  introduced  by  J.  C.  Vaughan 
to  the  children  and  to  William  Slade,  jr.,  under  whose  superintendence 
the  children  had  been  gathered  together. 

Slade  then  addressed  Kossuth  and  concluded  by  saying,  "Believing, 
also,  as  they  do,  sir,  that  our  faith  is  best  known  by  its  fruits,  they 
have  this  morning  formed  themselves  into  an  Association  of  the  friends 
of  Hungary,  and  for  them,  sir,  and  in  their  name,  I  here  present  you  with 
the  first  fruits  of  their  love,  and  earnest  it  may  be,  of  larger  and 
more  important  aid  some  future  day.    I  also  beg  leave  to  present  to  you 
a  book,  containing  their  names,  ages  and  amounts  of  their  contributions." 
(which  amounted  to  $80.00) 

In  reply  the  governor  said:     "I  feel  indeed  highly  gratified  of  hav- 
ing the  honor  to  receive  on  this  occasion  the  expressions  of  the  pure 
feelings  of  the  children  of  whom,  our  Savior  said  -  'He  who  is  not  like  a 
little  child  cannot  enter  into  tne  kingdom  of  Heaven  ' 

"I  humbly  thank  you  for  all.     I  consider  it  as  a  great  benefit,  and 
will  n  ot  only  myself  read  again  the  names  here  recorded,  but  I  will  send 
them  over  to  my  children  that  they  may  remember  these  names  when  they 
grow  up  and  that  when  perhaps  they  come  to  America  they  may  know  that 
in  these  names  they  will  find  ready  friends."  (22) 

2119  WTD  Feb.  4:2/3  -  In  behalf  of  the  citizens.  Mayor  Case  bid  Kossuth 
welcome  to  our  midst.     He  welcomed  him  as  one  whose  life  is  devoted  to  the 
cause  of  freedom;  one  who  for  himself  asks  nothing,  for  his  country 
everything;  the  representative  of  a  nation  in  which  was  centered  the 

last  great  struggle  for  independence  in  Europe.     Despots  triumphed. 

That  triumph  will  be  short  of  duration.  What  a  lesson  does  the  history 

of  Kossuth's  misfortunes  and  oppression  teach  to  tyrants  throughout  the 
world.  ^'^ 

2120  -  WTD  Feb.  4:2/3,4  -  Louis  Kossuth's  speech  to  the  people  of  Cleve- 
land in  reply  to  the  address  of  Mayor  Case  included  the  following: 

"In  listening  to  you,  I  listened  to  the  sentiments  of  the  people  of 
Cleveland....     It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  such  a  poor.. .exile  became 
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an  opportunity  to  such  powerful  manifestation  of  public  opinion  of  this 
United  Republic's  sovereign  people,  in  respect  to  the  principles  of  de- 
cisive influence  in  mankind's  destiny....    I  passed  not  the  smallest 
village  without  having  been  consoled  by. .  .manifestations. .  .of  my  prin- 
ciples  I  have  not  created  sympathy.    It  was  ready  in  the  people's 

breast  and  the  people  at  large  saw  that  I  took  a  righteous  course. 

"Russia  is  about  to  accomplish  its  despotic  preponderance  over  the 
world.    This  can  be  beaten  by  the  principle  of  national  independence 
and  freedom  of  self  government.    You,  only  you  can  beat  the  opposite 
principle,  by  acting  as  an  executive  power  of  the  law  of  nations  accord- 
ing to  the  necessity  of  your  position.    Concord  and  harmony  are  required. 
Russia  fears  this. 

"The  Voice  of  the  people  is  the  voice  of  the  Lord.     And  here  the 
people  is  sovereign....

I  have  the  honor  to  tender  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  state  a  cordial  wel- 
come to  her  capitol.    We  proffer  this  greeting  as  a  small  tribute  of  that 
admiration  which  your  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Hungarian  freedom  has 
roused  in  our  breasts.

2126  -  WTD  Feb.  4:2/6  -  At  the  Kossuth  meeting  at  the  Melodeon,  Judge 
Starkweather  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  whole  people  saying: 

"Sir,  that  cannot  be  an  American  heart  which  is  not  moved  by  the 
story  of  your  country's  wrongs.    The  cause  you  plead  was  the  cause  of 
our  Fathers.

I  hope 
the  free  press  of  America  will  lend  me  its  powerful  aid  to  tell  now  and 
then  to  all  the  land  what  my  feeble  voice  could  speak  but  to  a  partic- 
ular audience. 

There  are  two  means  to  support  the  cause  of  European  freedom  and 
national  independence. 

The  first  is  political;  the  foreign  policy  of  the  country  founded 
upon  principles  in  harmony  with  your  country's  position  and  your 
republican  institutions.    The  second  is  substantial  aid. 

I  have  issued  loan  shares  to  help  our  cause.  Hungary,  once  free, 
will  have  ample  resources  to  repay  this  loan.  I  call  your  attention 
to  this. 

He  who  sides  with  despots  will  become  their  slave.    Help  the 
European  continent  to  national  independence.     Help  to  develop  public 
opinion  of  England  itself,  that  it  may  side  with  the  course  of  oppressed 
nations  against  despotism. 

People  of  America!     "Don't  give  up  the  ship"  of  national  freedom 
and  independence.

Younglove  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  ladies'  Hungarian  society.    She  said 
that  it  is  their  prayer  that  in  the  approaching  struggle  Kossuth  might 
be  successful.     They  hope  he  will  be  a  hero  and  not  a  martyr  of  free- 
dom. 

In  reply  Kossuth  said  that  the  ladies  had  anticipated  his  wishes, 
by  forming  themselves  into  an  association  of  friends  of  Hungary.  He 
entreated  them  to  go  on  in  their  noble  expression  of  love  for  his 
fatherland.  ^ 
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2129  -  WTD  Feb.  4;  ed:3/4  -  The  Lake  county  delegation  which  attended 
the  Kossuth  welcome  meeting  numbered  600.    They  presented  the  Magyar 
with  $150. 

"Nobly  did  Judge  Bissell  represent  them  in  his  speech." 

2130  WTD  Feb.  4:3/4  -  The  Painesville  delegation  at  the  Kossuth 
meeting  yesterday  had  a  banner  which  attracted  attention.    On  a  canvas 
ten  feet  square  the  following  in  large  letters  was  painted: 

"NON-INTERVENTION  -  PEACEABLY, 
OR  -  " 

The  picture  of  a  hand  pointing  to  the  American  eagle  and  the  British 
lion,  who  were  pouncing  on  the  Russian  bear  and  the  Austrian  Hyena, 
was  also  on  the  banner.

Republic,  but  whole  Ohio  was  to  me  a  blooming  garden  of  sympathy.  From 
the  first  on  Ohio's  soil  to  the  last  -  all  along  my  way  up  to  Cleveland, 
down  to  Columbus,  and  across  to  Cincinnati,  and  also  beyond  the  line  of 
my  joyful  way,  -  in  every  city,  in  every  town,  in  every  village,  in  every 
lonely  farm,  I  have  met  the  same  generosity,  the  same  sympathy  

"I  claim  no  official  capacity  -  no  public  authority  -  no  represen- 
tation; boast  of  no  commission,  of  no  written  and  sealed  credentials.' 
I  am  nothing  but  what  my  generous  friend,  the  Senator  from  Michigan, 
has  justly  styled  me,   'a  private  and  banished  man.'    But  in  that 
capacity,  I  have  a  nobler  credential  for  my  mission  than  all  the  clerks 
of  the  world  can  write  -  the  credential  that  I  am  a  'man'  the  credential 
that  T  am  a  'patriot'  the  credential  that  1  love  with  all  sacrificing 
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devotion  my  oppressed  fatherland  and  liberty;  the  credential  that  I 
hate  Tyrants,  and  have  sworn  everlasting  hostility  to  them;  the  cre- 
dential that  I  feel  the  strength  to  do  good  service  to  the  cause  of 
freedom;  good  service  as  perhaps  few  men  can  do  because  I  have  the  iron 
will  in  this  my  breast,  to  save  faithfully,  devotedly,  unfatigably, 
that  noble  cause.     I  have  that  iron  will  which  no  power  on  earth  can 
bend,  which  before  no  danger  will  shrink.... 

"It  is  out  of  this  consideration  that  the  unholy  alliance  of  despots 
goes  on  so  boldly  in  blotting  out  every  scrap  of  freedom  on  the  European 
continent  because  they  fear  to  be  prevented  by  an  attack  from  the 
quarters  of  Liberty.... 

"Some  Catholics  have  opposed  me,  not  Catholocism.    Italy  is  with 
me,  and  Italy  is  eminently  Catholic;  but  it  is  also  eminently  attached 
to  the  cause  of  Republican  principles.... 

"...gentlemen,  I  have  but  one  word  yet,  and  it  is  a  sad  one  -  the 
word  of  farewell,  Cincinnati!    Ohio,  farewell!    In  every  heart,  and  in 
the  hearts  of  my  people,  thy  name  will  forever  live,  a  glorious  object 
for  our  everlasting  love  and  gratitude. 

"'Let  me  hope  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  the  present  assembly  will 
prove  to  be  but  a  pledge  to  the  constant  and  generous  development  of  the 
organization  of  friends  of  Hungary.     I  rely  upon  it  confidentially.  I 
thank  you  fervently  for  all  you  have  done  and  will  continue  to  do;  and 
with  deep  emotion  bid  you  a  heart  felt  and  affectionate  farewell.' 

"The  speech  was  listened  to  with  the  deepest  attention,  and  as 
Kossuth  uttered  noble  sentiments,  he  was  greeted  with  the  warmest 
applause.    But  at  its  close,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  assembly  burst  forth 
with  heart  stirring  power.    This  meeting  will  long  be  remembered  as  the 
Great  Hungarian  Demonstration  in  Cincinnati," 

2152  -  DTD  Mar.  4;  ed:2/l  -  The  Wescern  Reserve  Association  of  Friends 
of  Hungary  will  meet  tonight  in  Relly's  hall.    We  hope  that  there  will 
be  a  full  attendance  and  that  the  number  of  members  will  be  largely 
increased. 

"Descendants  of  men  who  begged  for  and  received  help  in  our  Revo- 
lutionary struggle,  will  you  -  can  you  -  be  guilty  of  refusing  aid  to 
Hungary  in  this  the  hour  of  need." 

2153  -  DTD  Mar.  5;  ed:2/2,3  -  The  DAILY  DEMOCRAT  recently  spoke  of 
Louis  Kossuth's  meetings  as  "Spontaneous  Meetings,"  because  most  of  the 
meetings  which  have  been  held  in  behalf  of  Hungary  have  been  held  with 
reference  to  the  personal  presence  of  Kossuth,  and  because  the  meeting 
of  which  we  have  now  the  gratification  to  speak  was  one  of  pure  spon- 
taneity.    It  originated  in  a  love  of  the  Hungarian  cause,  and  in  no 
hope  that  its  subjects  might  be  gratified  by  listening  to  Kossuth's 
words  or  even  by  getting  a  glimpse  of  him.

In  making  this  remark,  we  do  not  confine  our  thoughts  to  railroads  with- 
in our  constitutional  borders,  but  we  include  thousands  of  miles  which 
have  been  opened  in  other  states;  which  have  been  operated  and  will  forever 
continue  to  operate  to  our  advantage.    We  regard  the  railroad  as  a  great 
labor  saving  piece  of  machinery  -  as  one  of  the  grand,  active,  leading 
"first-movers"  of  the  busy  age  in  which  we  live:  rushing  from  place  to 
place,  not  "seeking  whom  it  may  devour,"  but  bringing  in  its  train,  a 
glorious  industry,  leading  to  wealth,  comfort,  and  general  happiness. 

The  swift  interchange  of  the  various  products  of  our  extensive  and  di- 
versified country  at  comparatively  trifling  cost  -  the  great  saving  in  the 
time  required  for  any  given  businesss  transaction  -  and  the  largely 
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increased  personal  intercourse  between  our  people,  once  seperated  by  hun- 
dreds of  almost  impassable  miles,  has  already  produced  a  highly  bene- 
ficial effect  upon  their  character.    It  is  perhaps  impossible  at  the 
present  day,  to  determine  any  fixed  boundary,  or  to  trace  out  in  advance 
the  ultimate  results  to  which  the  railroad  directly  and  incidently  will 
eventually  lead. 

The  railroad  is  the  "wonderful  carpet"  of  the  poet,  or  at  least  the 
nearest  practicable  approach  to  it  yet  discovered,  and  yet  it  is  a  pon- 
derous machine  that  does  not  come  like  its  fairly  prototype  with  a  new 
wish.     Brains,  thews,  sinews,  and  patient  perseverance  are  requisite  to

Last  year  the  city  purchased  a  lot  on  the  south 
side  of  Euclid  st.,  next  to  Dr.  Delamater,  and  erected  a  wooden  build- 
ing containing  a  suite  of  rooms  for  temporary  occupation. 

Fifty  dollars  would  cover  the  entire  expense  of  chemical  and  scien- 
tific apparatus  and  most  of  this  was  spent  by  Hamilton  L.  Smith  four 
years  ago.     Thomas  Wall,  the  instrument  maker, has  done  much  work  for 
them  gratituously.    General  Merchant  has  loaned  them  implements  for 
field  surveying  and  the  professors  in  our  medical  colleges, particular- 
ly St.  John,  Brainerd  and  Smith, have  loaned  them  apparatus.

At  noon  the  first  day  the  session  adjourned  to  enjoy  preparations 
made  by  citizens  of  Sandusky  city  for  the  interest  of  the  teachers.  A 
steamer  was  chartered  to  give  them  a  sail  on  the  lake  among  the  beau- 
tiful cluster  of  islands  that  guard  the  entrance  to  Sandusky  bay. 

Fairchild  of  Oberlin  spoke  of  social  benefits  that  would  arise  from 
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the  union  of  sexes  in  our  schools.     In  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day 
various  business  matters,  '-uch  as  finances  of  the  association,  the  next 
place  of  meeting,  which  was  fixed  at  Columbus,  and  so  on,  came  up. 
After  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Sandusky  were  made,  the  session 
abjourned  harmoniously.

The  answer  to  this  question  is  to  be 
found  in  the  causes  of  them,  and  these  causes,  when  seen,  will  exhibit 
the  necessity  of  a  prompt  and  thorough  system  of  remedial  measures  on 
the  part  of  our  government.     It  should  not  delay  their  adoption  a  mo- 
ment, or  if  it  does,  the  people  of  the  west  should  rouse  such  a  clamor 
about  its  ears  as  to  compel  it  to  act. 

"Now  what  is  to  be  done?    The  first  thing,  it  seems  to  us  is,  to  let 

the  West  speak   Two  things  ought  to  be  pressed,  and  one  of  them 

certainly  every  humane  man  would  second.    The  first,  is  to  pass  a  law 
which  shall  punish  all  captains  of  steamers  who  murder  travelers,  or 
destroy  property,  through  'racing, '  or  by  any  accident  arising  from 
reckless  carelessness,  and  to  see  that  it  be  rigidly  enforced;  and  the 
second  is,  to  establish  a  thorough  system  of  national  improvement  by 
which  navigation  may  be  made  more  safe,  year  by  year,  on  those  national 
highways,   the  Western  Rivers,  until  the  loss  of  life  or  property  by 

snags,  or  other  obstructions  shall  be  almost  unknown   For  even  now 

as  we  pen  these  lines,  the  telegraph  brings  to  us  accounts  of  terrible 
steamboat  disasters  on  the  Mississippi  by  explosion  and  fire.    Will  not 
this  event,  and  the  sad  catalogue  now  published  of  the  loss  of  life  and 
property. .. rouse  Congress  to  definite  action?    Will  they  not  compel 
members  from  the  West  to  meet  and  devise  a  system  of  laws  and  a  policy 
of  national  improvement,  certain  to  remedy  this  terrible  sacrifice  of 
life  and  property?"

"It  is  annoying  to  see  the  tremor  into  which  our  doughfaces  have  been 
thrown  in  consequence  of  the  desire  of  Kossuth  to  have  our  nation  take 
a  position  hostile  to  any  interference  on  the  part  of  Russia  to  prevent 
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the  liberties  of  Hungary.    They  appear  to  think  that  members  of  Congress 
are  in  great  danger  of  having  their  heads  turned  by  Kossuth's  eloquence. 
The  real  dread  I  think,  however,  is  in  consequence  of  the  spirit  of  liberty 
he  is  calling  up  in  the  American  people.    That  spirit  must  find  expression. 
It  will  burst  forth  at  no  distant  day,  and  our  own  land  will  be  free  from 
bondage." 

2524  -  WTD  Jan.  7;  ed:2/3     The  Rev.  Alexander  Campbell,  the  leader  of 
the  "Disciples,"  is  about  to  spend  three  months  on  the  Reserve.    He  has 
treated  the  anti -slavery  question  with  impartiality,  having  taken  both 
sides.

Seward  was  ordered  not  to  hurt  the  cause  of  Kossuth  by  advocating  it; 
so  were  they  all.    Notwithstanding  their  prudence,  such  miserable 
cowards  as  Brooks  of  New  York  and  Taylor  of  our  state  go  out  of  their 
way  to  assail  Giddings,  who  had  not  opened  his  lips  on  the  subject,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  alarming  and  uniting  the  South  against  Kossuth. 
"Look  well  to  it;  the  Hungarian  v/ill  kill  slavery;  receive  him,  and 
you  stop  your  institutions;  this  was,   and  is,  the  purport  of  their 
action.

Brooks  and  Taylor  cannot  be  concealed.    No  sane  mind  can  mistake  or 
mistate  it.

people  who  will  work  against  slavery  should  be  gratefully  accepted  in 
the  anti -slavery  reform. 

And  in  all  this  we  are  not  sure  that  the  Advocate  of  peace  would  differ 
from  us  how  widely,  soever,  we  may  differ  from  that  respectable  journal 
touching  the  relative  importance  now  and  here  of  the  anti -slavery  move- 
ment.   Freedom  must  precede  peace,  but  that  is  only  saying  it  is  impossible 
for  war  and  peace  to  exist  in  the  same  place.    Slavery  is  a  state  of  war 
and  it  is  one  of  the  direct  forms  of  that  dreadful  scourge.    The  shrieks 
and  agonies  of  a  thousand  battlefields  such  as  those  of  Austeriitz  and 
Waterloo  were  less  terrible  to  us  than  the  calm;  quiet  horrors  of  the  rice 
and  cotton  fields  of  the  South.     "He  must  be  a  sad  piece  of  hum^inity  who 
would  not  rather  be  shot  on  one  of  those,  than  driven  in  one  of  these."  (22) 

2531  -  DTD  Mar.  6;  ed:2/2  -  Christianity  necessarily  includes  humanity. 
Men  may  determine  precisely  the  amount  of  their  love  for  God,  whom  they 
have  not  seen,  by  their  brother,  whom  they  have  seen.    To  talk  about 
possessing  Christianity  and  act  on  the  principles  of  barbarians  and  savages 
is  all  nonsense.     It  will  do  those  divines  and  churches  which  think  that 

it  is  right  to  tolerate  slaveholders  good  to  look  at  what  is  transpiring 

in  New  Orleans.  (8) 

2532  -  DTD  Mar.  16;  ed:2/l  -  "Of  all  the  coitcombical,  pedantic,  windy, 
weather  cocking  divines  to  be  found  in  either  of  the  three  worlds,   the  Rev. 
Samuel  M.  Cox,  D.  D. ,  of  'Rusurban  Brooklyn'  must  be,  in  our  opinion, 
decidedly  and  most  unmistakeably,  the  paragon. 

"Formerly,  he  was  a  rampant  abolitionist,  a  eulogist  of  Garrison,  and  a 
most  devoted  admirer  and  defender  of  the  English  George  Thompson,   but  the

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2534  -  DTD  Apr.  6;  ed:2/2  -  "This  speech  of  Dr.  Norton  Townshend's. . .  is  a 
straight-forward  presentation  of  the  author's  'views  of  the  true  method  to 
secure  the  pacification  of  the  country  in  general,  and  of  the  Democratic 
party  in  particular'  that  slavery  is  a  thing  which  the  National  Government 

should  never  touch          The  National  Government  should  cease,  at  once,  to 

support  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia. .  .nor  tolerate. .  .on  the 
statute  books  any  act  for  aiding  and  abetting  the  return,  to  their  alleged 
owners,  of  runaway  slaves.

involving  wider  consequences  in  respect  to  human  freedom,  was  never 
announced  in  either  chamber  of  Congress.

2535  DTD  April,  12:3/2  -  In  a  letter  to  the  editor,  B.  W.  R.  says:  "Are 
we  truly  meeting  the  question  of  Slavery  in  this  country,  or  are  we  only 
chafing  the  lion  in  his  den?    I  believe  the  Anti-slavery  sentiment  of  this 
country  is  moving  blind  fold  -  whither  it  does  not  know.    The  Anti -slavery 
planet  seems  to  be  dividing  into  satellites,  and  revolving  around  an 
uncertain  centre,  crossing  each  other's  orbits,  attracting  and  repelling  each 
other,  in  a  kind  of  brilliant  confusion,  shedding  here  and  there  a  ray  of 
light  that  is  shaded  with  palpable  darkness. 

"No  sooner  had  we  taught  the  slave  powers  that  a  balance  of  free  states 
was  desirable  to  secure  a  preponderance  in  the  United  States  Senate,  than 
that  power  proceeds  to  annex  new  states,  for  its  own  benefit....

"...will  it  be  cheaper  to  support  it  as  we  do  now  -  or  let  it  go  down  in  a 
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sea  of  blood  -  as  it  surely  will,  if  not  abolished  before  it  ripens  into 
rebellion  and  carnage."  (19)

2536  -  DTD  Apr.  17;  ed:2/l  -  Letters  from  Giddings  and  Edwards  published 
in  the  HERALD  of  Wednesday  contained  accusations  of  the  former  against  the 
latter  of  having  been  on  "the  Committee  of  the  District  of  Columbia"  and 
interested  in  slave  property.    The  HERALD  assumes  to  claim  that  Giddings 
is  a  liar. 

"We  not  only  think  the  'claiai'  a  very  bold  one,  but  are  also  so  well 
convinced,  that  'all  men'  who  shall  read  our  neighbors  own  account  of  the 
matter, ..  .will  entirely  agree  with  us  that  we  have  no  wish  to  say  a  word 
in  vindication  of  our  view  of  the  matter....

2540  DTD  May  4;  ed:2/l      The  Pittsburgh  GAZETTE,  (Whig)  referring  to  the 
Grayson  county,  Va.  armed  suppression  of  a  court  by  slaveholders  through  a 
secret  organization,  says  that  had  this  incident  occurred  in  a  northern 
state,  the  South  would  have  lifted  up  one  loud,   long  cry  of  reprobation.

What  was  done?    Nothing.    The  planter  was  really  in  the  power  of  his 
brutal  overseer.     The  planter  said,  or  thought:     If  the  murder  gets  out, 
I  shall  be  blamed.    It  was  my  business  to  employ  an  overseer  of  proper 
character;  I  have  not  done  it.     I  must... hush  up  this  matter  the  best  way  I 
can.     So  we  need  not  be  surprised  that  nothing  was  done.  (7) 

2556  -  DTD  June. 12;  ed:2/2  -  C.  C.  Burleigh  will  repeat  his  lecture  on 
slavery  at  Dr.  Nevin's  church  on  Wood  st.  tonight.

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2559  -  DTD  July  5;   ed:2/l      The  National  ERA  says:    The  Whig  resolve  does 
not  deprecate  or  pledge  the  party  to  discountenance  the  agitation  of  the 
question  of  slavery  as  a  normal  or  religious  question,  but  the  Democratic 
resolve  does,  in  comprehensive  and  unqualified  terms.  (7) 

2560  DTD  July  14;  ed:2/4  -  "The  PLAIN  DEALER  is  sorely  vexed.    It  has 
sold  or  sacrificed  all  its  professed  Free  Soil  principles  to  the  South  and 
Slavery,  and  now  fears  the  Free  Soil  Press  will  sell  or  sacrifice  itself 

to  the  Slave  Power.     Thereupon  it  floats  itself  bravely.  All  your  fancies 

are  false  neighbor,  and  you  know  them  to  be  so.     If  not,  out  with  your 

'developments'  and  your  'facts.'     Give  us  these,  and  not  idle  charges  or 
vague  fancies,  the  coinage  of  your  imagination."  (2) 

2561  -  DTD  July  16;  ed:2/2  -  The  PLAIN  DEALER  is  very  anxious  about  Free 
Soilers,  and  manifests  a  brotherly  care  for  them.    Why  then  does  it  not 
publish  Senator  Chase's  letter  to  the  Massachusetts  Pree  Soil  convention? 
Why  not  let  its  readers  see  Townshend's  address  and  the  action  of  Elyria 
Democracy?    Once  it  claimed  to  be  the  organ  of  these  gentlemen  and  their 
friends.     But  now  it  will  not  notice  them  or  anything  which  pertains  to 
Free  Soil.    All  -  all  for  slavery  and  Pierce. 

But  again  we  have  exposed  the  monstrous  surrender  of  right  made  by  the 
PLAIN  DEALER  to  slavery  and  the  South.

In  the  metropolis  of  slave  states,  after  long  continued  intrigues  and 
machinations,   assemble  a  number  of  so-called  delegates  wbo  assume  the  title 
of  delegates  of  the  people  -  but  the  majority  are  nothing  but  political  hum- 
buggers  by  profession. 

South  Carolina  has  not  granted  her  approbation  even  to  Fillmore,  who  has 
gone  as  far  as  the  farthest  in  matters  of  slave-catching  and  neutrality, 
but  with  this  General  Pierce,  who  voluntarily  in  a  letter  to  the  convention 
declared  compromise  measures  identical  with  the  constitution  and  democracy, 
with  him  the  secession  state  is  fully  satisfied  and  under  his  rule  thinks 
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of  enriching  the  union  with  a  few  new  slave  states  instead  of  withdraw- 
ing herself  from  it. 

"That  its  progress  has  been  'monstrous'  is  equally  clear.     We  hear, 
it  is  true,  of  Northern  aggressions  upon  the  South,  but  the  complaint 
is  groundless,  and  to  fortify  Mr.  Heinzen  on  this  point  and  make  cer- 
tain, to  any  democratic  mind,  that  what  he  declared  is  true.    Let  us 
again,  however,  urge  our  friends,  and  our  German  friends,  especially,  to 
study  the  logic,  and  facts,  of  this  able  man,  and  to  circulate  his 
speech." 

2563  '  DTD  July  22:2/2,3  -  Hiram  Griswold  in  his  oration  in  this  city 
said: 

"These  two  systems,  freedom  and  slavery  are  utterly  hostile  to 
each  other,  requiring  different  legislation,   a  different  governmental 
policy.     The  two  cannot  always  co-exist.    One  must  give  way  before  the 
other.     So  our  opponents  understand  it.    Hence  their  struggles,  cease- 
less and  untiring,  -  hence  their  claim,  and  necessity  of  their  claim, 
that  the  Constitution  should  be  perverted  from  its  original  design,  and 
made  an  instrument  of  oppression,  a  claim,  indeed,  on  which  the  South 
has  ever  acted,  but  which  is  either  put  forward  with  more  boldness, 
now.  or  thanks  to  a  growing  intelligence,    is  more  keenly  scrutinized. 

"It  is  because  of  this  canker  in  our  system,  eating  its  vitals  be- 
cause of  assumptions,  and  usurpations  of  slave  power,  that  our  nation 
has  not  made  more  rapid  progress  still,  in  national  prosperity,  and 
that  her  influence  is  not  more  sensibly  felt  in  the  family  of  Nations. 

"Our  Foreign  Policy.  -  I  have  made  these  remarks  not  solely  because 
they  involve  interests,  and  the  honor  of  our  own  country  but  because  • 
of  their  bearings  on  other  nations.    How  can  we  recommend  to  them  the 
principles  we  profess  when  we  daily  repudiate  them  ourselves?    We  must 
appear  to  such,  little  better  than  a  living  lie,  an  organized  false- 
hood.    And  I  regard  this  as  of  almost  as  much  importance  as  though  it 
directly  affected  ourselves.    This  country  has  a  duty  to  perform  in  aid 
of  the  world's  regeneration.    God  is  so  marshaling  events  that  she 
cannot  avoid  it,  and  in  very  self-defence  she  is  called  upon  to  pro 
claim,  and  propagate  her  principles." 

2564  -  DTD  July  22;  ed:2/3  -  Griswold 's  oration  "glows  with  pure 
thoughts,  and  is  full  of  appeals  for  humanity.     Hunker  ism  finds  no 
quarter  with  Mr.  Griswold.    He  deals  against  its  blows,  which,  if  given 
by  the  whole  North,  would  quickly  rid  the  land  of  Slavery,   and  the 
world  of  despotism." 

2565  ^  DTD  July  31;  ed:2/2  -  "In  this  our  goodly  city  of  Cleveland 
warning  us  against  compromises,   John  Van  Buren  solemnly  pledged  him- 
self thus: 

"I  am,  however,  the  unmitigated  enemy  of  slavery,  and  would  have  it 
abolished  without  delay.     I  say,  therefore,  for  myself,  and  I  wish  to 
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be  understood  as  speaking  for  myself  alone,  that,  let  what  will  come, 
I  shall  under  no  necessity  whatever,  support  a  man  who  does  not  believe 
slavery  to  be  an  unmixed  curse,  and  will  not  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
use  all  Constitutional  power  to  abolish  it." 

"All  this  is  plain  talk.     How  then  could  he  get  over  his  pledges?" 

2566  -  DTD  Aug.  5:2/3  -  In  a  letter  to  the  editor.  Kappa  of  Oberlin  says 
The  free  soil  spirit  in  this  town,  and  indeed  in  the  whole  county,  is  be- 
ginning to  manifest  itself.    An  earnest  appeal  to  anti -slavery  men  has 
just  been  assured  from  the  Whigs  of  Lorain,  but  it  does  not  meet  the 
point  of  difference.    The  anti -slavery  men  in  this  section  are  not  so 
green  as  not  to  see  that  the  platform  and  the  man  on  it  are  one  and  the 
same. 

2567  -  DTD  Aug.  13:2/2  -  In  a  letter  to  the  editor,  "Kappa"  of  Oberlin 
says:    Our  place  has  lately  been  visited  by  Gerrit  Smith,  Frederick 
Douglass,  C.  0.  Shepherd,  and  C.  A.  Wheaton  of  New  York.    On  the  eve- 
ning of  Aug.  7,  2,500  people  assembled  on  two  hours  notice  to  hear  im- 
mortal "Fred,"    The  greatest  enthusiasm  prevailed,  yet  the  strictest 
order  was  obse^-ved.     Douglass  spoke  an  hour  and  a  half  with  great 
effect. 

2568  -  DTD  Oct.  25:2/4  -  Colonel  Benton  in  a  speech  at  St.  Louis  said 
that  $100,000,000  had  been  spent  since  1835  to  make  slave  states  of 
free  territory. 

2569  -  DTD  Nov.  19;  ed:2/l  -  Judge  Paine 's  decision  declaring  that  when 
slave-owners  bring  their  human  chattels  to  a  free  state  they  make  them 
free  is  hotly  denounced  by  the  New  Y'ork  hunker  nress,  especially  by  the 
JOURNAL  OF  COMMERCE. 

"Who  shall  say,  that  anti-slavery  men  have  not  work  to  do?    Who,  not 
feel  that  they  should  be  busy  now,  busy  all  the  time?    This  fell  spirit 
must  be  met  and  overcome." 

2570  -  DTD  Nov.  19;  ed:2/2  -  The  New  York  TIMES  says  that  the  anti- 
slavery  crusade  has  expended  its  force.    It  commends  the  following 
propositions:    That  the  states  of  the  South  must  do  the  work  of  eman- 
cipation; that  Congress  must  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the 
states;  that  the  free  states  cannot  legislate  for  the  slave  states; 

that  the  work  of  emancipation  must  be  peaceful  work.  This  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  anti-slavery  reformers  from  the  first. 

An  address  just  issued  by  the  Southern  Central  society  of  Georgia 
contains  an  avowal  to  fit  the  Negro  for  civilization,  to  relieve  him 
from  his  present  servitude  without  sinking  him  to  the  level  of  the  free 
Negroes  of  the  North  and  the  West  Indies. 
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"To  talk,  then  'of  the  anti -slavery  action  having  expended  its 
force'  is  to  talk  of  a  moral  impossibility.     It  will  soon  be  under- 
stood, and  when  understood,  it  will  be  the  living  element  of  society. 
Not  narrow  or  sectional,  but  national  and  American;  comprehending  every 
interest,  and  caring  for  every  interest;  creative,  beneficient,  humane." 

2571  -  DTD  Nov.  23;  ed:2/2  -  The  Lemmons  brought  eight  slaves  to  New 
York  intending  to  ship  them  to  Texas.    Judge  Paine  declared  them  free. 
The  Virginians  of  Richmond  met  and  indemnified  the  Lemmons  for  their 
loss  $5,000.    The  free  states  manifest  no  such  liberality  or  spirit. 

"Let  the  North  be  itself.    Let  the  character  of  the  olden  time  nerve 
its  action.    Let  it  conquer  for  freedom." 

2572  -  DTD  Dec.  1;  ed:2/l  -  Alexander  Woods  from  Kentucky  is  now  in  the 
city  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  purchase  the  freedom  of  his 
seven  children,  now  in  bondage. 

"His  case  appeals  with  peculiar  force  to  the  hearts  and  purses  of 
the  humane.    Let  no  one  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  his  appeal." 

DTD  Dec.  14;  ed:2/2  -  See  Annexation  &  Expansion 

2573  -  DTD  Dec.  15;  ed:3/3  -  The  London  GLOBE  declares  that  marriage 
is  unknown  among  the  Negro  slaves  in  America.     It  says:    "This  is,  in 
fact,  communism,  of  the  grossest  kind,  enforced  by  their  master  on  a 
laboring  population  of  some  three  million." 

(DTD)    "This  cannot  endure;  or  Modern  Civilization  itself,  at  its 
heart's  core,  must  be  Atheist  and  Communist.    A  dilemma  worth  pondering, 
and  pregnant  of  some  consequence,  which  time  will  not  fail  to  develop." 

2574  -  DTD  Dec.  24;  ed:2/2  -  Tobacco  grows  well  in  Algeria.    If  Africa 
proves  as  fertile  for  the  growing  of  cotton,  the  competition  will  make 
slave  labor  in  the  South  unprofitable,  and  not  only  would  the  Bible 
demonstrate  the  institution  to  be  a  sin,  but  it  would  be  proved  by 

that  south  Also  that  the  constitution  intended  that  all  the  bonded  be 
free. 

"Let  us  have  hope  and  faith.    This  will  be  the  end,  whatever  may  be 
the  means  by  which  it  shall  be  reached." 

Fugitive  Slaves 

2575  -  DTD  Mar.  13;  ed:2/2  -  "Daniel  O'Connell  was  want  to  speak  of 
'the  Lone  Star'  as  'that  nest  of  plundering  pirates,'  and  Texas  contin- 
ues to  vindicate  its  claim  to  the  infamous  designation.    Not  long  since, 
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four  Massachusetts  citizens  in  Galveston,  being  proved  or  suspected  to 
have  given  a  little  material  aid  to  an  American  in  pursuit  of  liberty, 
were  seized  by  the  authorities  and  'sold  into  perpetual  bondage.'  What 
action  the  'Old  Bay  state'  will  take  in  regards  to  the  outrage  remains 
to  be  seen." 

2576  -  DTD  Mar.  31;  ed:2/l  -  Four  plans  are  afoot  to  introduce  slavery 
into  California.    The  first  is  to  pass  a  stringent  bill  in  the  house  for 
the  recovery  of  fugitive  slaves.    This  is  a  direct  contradiction  of  the 
Prigg  case  and  therefore  unconstitutional.    "And  for  what  end?    Not... to 
reach  the  fugitive  slave  escaping  into  California  but  to  keep  the 
slaves  brought  there  by  slaveholders  in  slavery." 

The  second  plan,  a  move  by  the  slaveholders,  is  lo  call  a  convention 
for  the  purpose  of  remodeling  the  constitution.    "The  object  of  this 
step  is  to  secure  slavery  in  Southern  and  if  possible.  Northern  Cali- 
fornia." 

The  third  plan  is  to  legalize  the  introduction  of  slavery.  About 
1,200  citizens  of  Florida  and  the  Carol inas  sent  a  request  to  the 
California  legislature  for  permission  to  import  2,000  slaves  into  Cal- 
ifornia.    "And  what  does  this  mean?    The  managers,  the  pro-slavery  lead- 
ers of  the  House,  will  give  to  slavery  what  it  demands  if  the  people 
will  submit." 

The  fourth  plan  is  to  establish  peonage  through  a  bill  already  be- 
fore the  legislature  to  enforce  special  contracts  for  personal  service. 

"Once  declare  the  act  valid,  and  the  years  named  will  be  a  life  of 
slavery  for  the  blacks  and  their  posterity." 

2577  -  DTD  Apr.  1;  ed:2/3  -  The  California  fugitive  bill  came  up  to  the 
popular  branch  of  that  state's  legislature  Feb.  8,  and  was  in  substance: 

Sec.  I  empowers  the  owners  of  a  slave,  or  his  agent,  to  seize  the 
fugitive  or  obtain  a  warrant  from  any  judge  or  magistrate  for  his  arrest. 
Sec.   XI  provides  a  penalty  for  rendering  assistance  to  fugitives  not  less 
than  a  fine  of  $500  and  two  months  imprisonment.    Sec.  CXI  prescribes 
the  duties  of  officers  and  penalties  not  exceeding  $1000  for  non-compli- 
ance.   Sec.  LV  provides  that  persons  in  the  state  refusing  to  return  to 
their  owners  will  be  treated  as  fugitives  and  subject  to  Sec.  I. 

Motions  were  made  to  strike  out  Sec.  IV,  but  the  house  ignored  them. 
On  Feb.  6,  all  amendments  to  the  bill  were  voted  down  and  the  bill  it- 
self passed  by  a  vote  of  42  to  11. 

"If  this  does  not  cause  every  citizen  who  knows  it... to  ask  himself 
'shall  this  injustice  be  done,  shall  I  lend  my  voice  to  the  freemen, 
who  are  resolved  to  labor  against  the  extension  of  Slavery  with  what- 
ever of  intellect  and  heart  which  God  has  given?'    We  mistake  wholly 
the  grit  of  the  north." 
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2578  DTD  Apr.  9;  ed:2/2  -  Horace  Preston,  resident  of  Wi  1 1  iamsburgh,  was 
secretly  arrested  by  a  New  York  policeman  on  a  charge  of  larceny.  The 
following  day  a  man  named  Reese  appeared  and  claimed  Preston  was  a  run- 
away slave  belonging  to  him.     Preston  was  not  allowed  to  be  seen  by  his 
council  or  anyone  else. 

"Thus  the  work  goes  on.     Everything  for  slavery;  nothing  for  freedom. 
The  poor  man  who  gets  liberty,  is  hunted  down,  ...and  the  slave  holder  is 
upheld  by  a  bastard  servility.     We  do  not  understand  how  Northern  freemen 
dare  submit  to  this  insolent  and  goading  wrong   Is  free  thought  sac- 

rificed, and  justice,  or  the  love  of  justice,  a  dead  feeling  in  their 
bosoms?    If  not,   let  them  resolve  that  such  wrongs  shall  not  be  inflicted 
upon  Northern  soil,  and  by  northern  men,  unless  they  mean  that  both,,., 
shall  be  cursed  of  Heaven  and  Humanity."  (14) 

2579  DTD  Apr.  17;  ed:2/2  -  The  counsel  of  Horace  Preston,  the  man  lately 
judicially  kidnapped  and  consigned  to  the  great  Southern  hell,  has  pub- 
lished "a  card"  which  commissioner  Morton,  the  instrument  of  Preston's 
removal,  cannot  have  read  whithout  feeling  himself  to  be  one  of  slavery's 
basest  minions.     In  court  Morton  allowed  his  attorney,  B.  Usteed,  to  strike 

a  Mr.  Jan  a  violent  blow  in  the  face,  without  rebuke. 

"After  all,  though,  what  is  perjury,  what  is  blasphemy,  what  highway 
robbery...  in  comparison  of  plunging  a  man  into  slavery....    May  God  help  the 
hunted  fugitive!"  (6) 

2580  -  DTD  May  1;  ed:2/2  -  Hoar  was  sent  from  Massachusetts  to  test  ihe 
legality  of  the  South  Carolina  act  that  provided  for  the  seizure  of  free 
Negroes  on  ships,  but  he  was  insulted  and  kicked  out  of  Carolina. 

An  English  brigg  forced  into  Charleston  was  forced  to  give  up 
Perriera,  a  negro  under  British  protection.    The  British  consul  has  taken 
the  case  to  the  higher  tribunals. 

"No  nation  can  practice  such  barbarity;  no  state  do  it,  and  escape! 
So  this  barbarity  must  be  brought  at  last  to  a  test  through  foreign  aid! 
Oh!  what  pluck  the  North  possesses!"  (8) 

2581  DTD  May  9;  ed:2/2  -  A  Mr.  Smith  was  killed  during  an  attempt  at 
capture  by  Deputy  marshal  Ridgley  of  Baltimore  and  his  alleged  owner,  a 
Mr.  Stansbury. 

"This  business  of  slave  catching,  -  is  not  this  Columbia  tnigedy  a 
natural  result  of  it?...    We  cannot  bear  or  brook  the  idea  that  a  great 
people. .  .should  crawl  so  low  on  earth  as  to  uphold  or  suffer  this  hellish 

business  of  slave-catching  to  be  thus  prosecuted  on  its  free-soil  

What  is  it?    A  robbery  of  one's  liberty,  whithout  trial;  a  murder  of  the 
soul,  or  else  as,    in  this  case,  a  murder  of  the  body!"  (8) 
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2582  -  DTD  May  13;  ed:2/2  -  "The  question,  why  the  most  liberal  South 
ern  men  in  the  past,  are  now  the  most  illiberal,  is  worthy  the  serious 
attention  of  the  North. 

"...these  men. ..  including  Gentry. .  .say,  the  North  must  pledge  itself 
to  the  business  of  slave-catching!    On  this  'idea,'  they  would  organize 
parties  and  marshal  their  forces.    Here  they  vest,  and  declare  they  will 
offer  no  candidate,  and  support  no  candidate  for  any  office.  National 
or  State,  who  will  not  occupy  this  position.... 

"All  other  grave  matters  -  River  and  Harbor  Improvements  -  the  in- 
dustry of  the  country. .  .are  to  be  set  aside,  till  Congress  shall  settle 
the  issue,  whether  slave-catching  is  the  proper  business  of  the  North. 

"...the  cp.use  of  this  change  of  opinion  and  position  of  Southern 
liberals,  arises,  from  the  fact  that  the  North  has  failed  to  do  its  duty. 
...the  Free  States  have  grown  fainter  and  fainter  in  their  opposition 
to  slavery.... 

"Let  the  North,  then  look  to  itself.    The  ruptures  caused  by  these 
changed  liberals  are  of  its  creation.    It  reaps  only  of  the  seed  it  has 
sown."  (19) 

2583  -  DTD  May  18;  ed:2/2,3  -  "When  parties  veer  directly  round,  and 
suddenly  disavow  a  policy  deliberately  taken  up,  and  steadily  pressed 
by  them,  it  becomes  every  citizen, ...  to  scan  closely  their  action." 

Fillmore  and  his  party  "up  to  last  week"  were  staunchly  supporting 
the  compromise  and  the  fugitive  slave  act,  but  since  that  time  they  have 
come  out  heartily  against  them. 

"Now  why  this  change?...     It  is  because  the  attempt  to  maintain  a 
party  upon  the  policy  of  the  Compromise,  and  Fugitive  act,  would  ruin 
the  men  making  it,  as  no  Freemen, ..  .would  consent  to  uphold  so  infamous 
a  scheme  of  oppression,  or  link  themselves  with  the  foul  destiny  of 
those  who  should  attempt  it."  (18) 

2584  -  DTD  May  20;  ed:2/2,3      The  fugitive  slave  bill  "repudiates  the 
doctrine  of  Colonel  Benton, ...  that  California  was  a  free  country  by  vir- 
tue of  its  old  Mexican  law,  and  slaves  could  not  be  held  in  service 
after  the  conquest.    It  provides  for  the  surrender  of  all  colored  peo- 
ple who  had  been  or  were  slaves  before  they  came  into  that  state." 

The  bill  required  three  readings  and  the  voting  on  eight  amendments, 
all  of  which  were  defeated,  but  delayed  the  final  voting  four  days.  On 
the  last  day  the  bill  passed  by  a  vote  of  14  to  9.  (31) 

2585  DTD  May  24;  ed:3/l  -  Nicholas  Dudley,  "the  property"  of  Dr.  Thomas 
Allen  of  Maryland,  was  arrested  in  1850  in  New  York  on  a  charge  of  "lar- 
ceny."   He  pleaded  guilty  but  was  saved  from  slavery  by  going  to  prison 
for  two  years. 

Dr.  Allen  was  kept  posted  as  to  the  time  of  Dudley's  release.    At  that 
hour  Dr.  Allen's  son,  U.  S.  marshals,  and  a  commissioner  were  on  hand, 
but  Dudley  was  not  found. 
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"Governor  Hunt  had  pardoned  him,  and  he  was  that  hour  in  Canada.... 
The  fact  was,  Nicholas  Dudley  became  'a  felon'  to  be  a  freeman;  and 
if  the  New  York  Executive  helped  him,  he  'ought  to  -  that  he  ought!'"  (6) 

2586  -  DTD  May  31;  ed:2/l  -  What  folly  is  it  to  talk  of  the  South  con- 
sidering the  compromise  a  finality.  Not  a  slave  state  dreams  of  such  a 
thing  -  not  a  southern  politician  hesitates  in  ridiculing  the  idea. 

Maryland,  lovidest  in  her  professions  before  the  compromise  was  passed, 
is  the  first  to  clamor  for  more  stringent  amendments  to  the  fugitive  law. 
Her  legislature  flouts  at  "finality"  and  all  that. 

"Bravo!    The  finality  is  no  finality  after  all.    Enough  has  not  been 
done  to  uphold  slavery  by  Congress.    The  compromise  measure  must  be 
rendered  more  efficient,  wherever  they  are  now  defective,  and  the  fines 
and  penal  ties,  now  so  inadequate,  must  be  potent  to  this  end.
